4. Claims 1-21, 23-42. and 44 are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

6. The provision for accessing information related to an installing of a peripheral 
device connected to a host device, comprising obtaining from the peripheral device at 
least one identifier identifying the peripheral device; determining a network address 
based on said at least one identifier; in response to a request that is automatically 
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generated initially to facilitate the installation, executing a browser function on the host 
device to access a remote device at the network address to obtain information required 
for the use of the peripheral device by the host device; and enabling a user to suppress 
further automatically generated requests to execute a browser function on the host 
device to access the network address to obtain information not essential for the use of 
the peripheral device by the host device, wherein said automatically generated requests 
are not initiated by the user is not fairly taught or suggested by the prior art of record. 
Examiner finds particular novelty in the claimed further automatically generated 
requests to execute a browser function not initiated by the user to access the network 
address to obtain information not essential for the use of the peripheral device, which 
can be further suppressed by the user if desired. Support for this functionality can be 
found in the Specification, p. 10, line 8 through p. 13. line 11; Fig. 2.
